LONDON, Aug. 27.—Somewhat slowly but nevertheless surely 
the Italians are breaking down the resistance of the Austrians in the 
region around Monte Santo, north of Gorizia, and making their way 


eastward toward the border of Upper Carniola. 


In their endeavor 


to hold back the Italians the Austrians have brought to. this sector 
large numbers of fresh men, and at last reports the fighting was 
most intense, but with the Italians having overcome the resistance 


of the Austrians at various points. 


Virtually nothing is being vouch- 


safed in the Italian official communications which even approxim- 
ately records the advances General Cadorna’s men have made since 
they began their offensive from the region of Tolmino to the sea, 
the Italian war office probably desiring to conceal from the enemy 


the exact objectives it had in view. 


The latest communication, for 


instance, leaves entirely alone the situation on the Carso front, 
where previously reports had announced progress for the Italians 


toward Trieste. 


French Maintained Gains, 

On the front in France the Germans 
have been throwing counter attacks 
against the Fre ich line in the region 
of Verdun, but not only have the 
forces of Genera] Petain maintained 
their gaing in their entirety but have 
taken more an 1,100 additicnal 
prisoners, Likewise on the Aisne 
front the Smt prinza is 
keeping up his offéfsive againat the 
French, but here also the attempts 
met with complete failure.

Premier Announces Increases On 
Percentage Basis From 
April 1 Last.

OTTAWA, Aug. 27.—Replying to 
questions by E. M. MacDonald in the 
house today, Sir Robert Borden stated 
that the government proposes af- 
ter prorogation to take up the ques- 
tion of temporary increases in the pen- 
sions of soldiers, He intimated that 
increases on a percettage basis would 
be provided to meet the increased 
cost of living. They will apply to all 
pensions from April lst last. The 
prime minister considered that the 
question of permanently dealing with 
the pension problem should be left 
over to the new parliament to be 
elected. 

E. F. Pardee asked if any decision 
had been reached as to the exact per- 
centage of increase. 

Sir Robert Borden replied that no 
decision had been arrived at.

Long protracted fasts have been es- | 
sayed by various men and women for | 
many hundreds of years, One of the! 
first instances on record is the case of 
Cecilia, wife of John de Rygeway, who | 
lived in the reign of King Edward ITI, | 
Cecilia was charged with the murder | 
of her husband and was put into Not- 
tingham gaol. Here she remained | 
mute and refused meat and drink for | 
a period of forty days, when her case 
Was called to the atention of the king, 
Who ‘moved with piety, and for the 
glory of God and the Blessed Virgin,” 
granted the woman a pardon, An- 
other curious case of fasting, this one 
because food was repulsive, is that of 
a young French girl, Christina Michel- 
ot, who in 1751 was attacked with a 
fever, after which she had absolutely 
no desire for food, She lived on| 
water, From November, 1761, to 
July, 1755, she did not touch a bit of 
solid food, After this period her ap- 
petite seemed to return and was nor- 
mal for the rest of her life. In 1774 
attention was drawn to the case of 
Monica Mutcheteria, a Swabian wo- 
man, who had been attacked by a fe- 
ver and nervous maladies’ several 
years before, For two years she could | 
take no other nourishment than a lit- | 
tle curds and whey and water; for an- 
other year she took no food at all, nor 
adi anything else pass her lips, while 
during the whole three years she did

Premier Makes Statement on 
Manufacturé in Canada of 
Munitions

Ottawa, Aug. 27-——W. F. Maclean in 
the House of Commons today inquired 
as to the truth of cable dispatghes that 
the British focd controller has given 
notice that the {mportation of bacon 
from Canada will be stopped. He also 
asked as to the truth of the statement 
that the American government had 
stipulated that in return for its fin- 
ancial help had asked the British goy- 
ernment to order both munitions and 
supplies tn Canada, 

Sir Thomas White, in reply, read the 
official memorandum.given out by the 
imperial munitions board last week, 
announcing. a gradual curtailment of 
the orders for munitions in Canada. 
He added that arrangements had been 
made to continue the financing of pur- 
chases of munitions in Canada at the} 
rate of about thirty million dollars 
per month until the end of the year, 

Sir Thomas also explained that 
about thirty million dollars is being 
provided at purchase in Canada of 
cheese, hay, oats and flour. Sir Robt. 
Borden had previously told Mr. Mac-! 


gard to the announcement attributed 
to the British food controller, more 
than what has appeared in the press. 

Dr, Nesbitt asked if the new scale

Obj*cta of Expedition,

to prove or disprove the existence of | 
Peary's Crocker Land, which has teen | 
a prolific source of dispute among 
geographers and scientists.

. Touching on Crocker Land MacMil- 
ian sald:— 

“Peary was deceived by a mirage, 
due to layers of alr at different denal- 
ties suspended close to the ice, test 4 
sighted this supposed land from a cli 
1,40 feet high. We mounted this same 
cliff and for four days were elved, 
Finally when the sun shifted it was 
no longer there. It was but a mir- 
age, but #o clear that you could see 
green hille. covered with vegetation ria- 
ing high above the water. It was eup- 


posed to be 120 miles northwest from 
Cape Thomas Hubbard, but we sailed 
1561 miles northwest, passing over the 


supposed Crocker Land. 

“It wae a wonderful image. It de- 
celvgd the whole party, and Small 
(Jonathan C. Small, mechanic and 
general aide), insisted for a long time 
that Crocker Land was somewhere 
near, but finally we had to admit that 
Peary was mistaken. Do not think, 
however, that Peary was faking. It 
would deceive any man, no matter who 
he was.” 

No Casualties Among Men. 

The expedition was carried through 
without the loss of a man and de- 
spite disaster at the very start. Tne 
explorers left North Sydney in July, ! 
1913, on the steamer Diana, but wera! 
wrecked on Borge's Point, on the Lab- 
rador coast. Nothing daunted, they 
returned to Bt. Johns, Nfid., and were 
transferred to the steamer Erik, which 
landed the party at their base, Etah, 
on August 20,

If the appeal for more meatless 
days is to be given a fair chance 
of success, the Government will 
have to provide some assurance 
that the Allied peoples and not pri- 
vate parties are to get the benefit 
of further public self-denial. Cana- 
dians may be enlisted in an army 
of meat savers if they are given 
to know that the result of their 
saving Will be to feed their hungry 
Allies and help to win the war. 
They cannot be rallied in any en- 
thusiastic response to an appeal 
for self-denial which they have 
ause to believe would only result 
in tightening the grip of fvod- 
gamblers on both themselves and 
their Allies. Knowledge of what 
steps the Government propose to 
take to secure the benefit to th 
publie of this and Allied countries 
is a condition precedent to the re- 
sponse that is desired and desir- 
able to the appeal for the people 
to eat still less meat.

Verdun. 

The first appearance of Verdun in 
the pages of history was in the time 
of Julius Caesar, who established at 
Verodunum, as it was then called, a 
magazine for his legions. The Ger- 
mans first attacked Verdun in the 
sixth century, when the Franks from 
the northwestern part of Germany 
took possession of the town, By the 
famous treaty of Verdun, made on 
this date in the year 848, Verdun 
formed part of the dominions of Lo- 
thaire, It was taken and annexed to 
the German empire in 939 by Otho 
i., and placed under the temporal au- 
thority of the bishops. Verdun eur- 
rendered to France in 1552, but was 
not formally ceded to France until 
nearly a century later. During the 
French Tyevolution, in 1792, the citl- 
zens of Verdun opened their gates to 
the Prussians, after a bombardment 
of a few hours. The French com- 
mandant committed suicide, but the 


jrevolationary government executed a 


number of others who shared the re- 
sponsibility for the ignominious sur- 
render, including fourteen girls who 
had offered flowers to the Prussian 
The Prussians were driven 
out after having held the town forty- 
three days, The Teutonic hosts again 
swooped down upon Verdun in 1870. 
Unable to take the town by direct as- 


|sault, they Invested and bombarded it, 


and the French, after a brave defence, 
surrendered the fortress with 4,000 
men and large stores of ammunition. 
Verdun was the last place abandoned 
by the Germans, the troops retiring in 
September, 1873,
